King. VWhereupon to flic the great diſpleaſure: of 
the King, he ſoone turn'd headto the Archantkesfrom 
whence after ſome ſixe Moneths ſtay, he vndertooke 
a Pilgrimage to our Lady of Loretto, with one 84/tj- 
de an Inginer, whom hee tooke to him for Counſell 
and aide of his executions: They went a foote,andin 
their returne had priuate conference withthe D. of 
$4uoy. Notwithſtanding, the Count Fuentes adui- 
{cd this Terrail otherwiſe, giuing him to vnderſtand 
that the Duke would embrace his Seruice againſt 
Geneza, but it would bee his ouerthrow. The Duke 


communicated to him and his man his diflignes for 


Geneu4,as ſhall followingly appeare by Letters, and 
Confeſſions; and from that time they reſted in Savoy, 


making two Voyages to Tarin for theſameaffaire. 


They of Genena had preſently great diſtruſt, receivin 
aduertiſements one in the necke of another, from al 
parts, of a nqtable, and in a maner vnauoidable en- 
terpriſe againſt them,carriedby Monſieur du Terrail. 
All the Gouernours either of Prouinces or Places 
adioyning from the French King, gaue diuers very 
pregnant intelligences, but without any way difco» 


. 


uering the meanes. | 
The 'Sauoyards, already-ſang the Triumph, cau- 
ſing to be inſerted in an Almanacke of one of their 
Aftrologers,the certaintic of the Act about the Mo- 
neth of May (which was the time deſtinedto the Ex- 


ecution) in the end of his preditions. Which AL 


manacke Printed at Zrons, was ig exceeding requett

 forthis particularitie. The French _ allo aduer- 


tiſcd the State of Geez, that they ſhould doc Bim a 
goodſcruice , ifthey could ſciſe him, and gaue tem 
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this meanes, aſſuring them that he was about Genrue, 
or the Countrey of Berze, andif they could difpacth 
him, the Act would be to him moſt acceptable. 
While they were in this doubttull miſt , God ſent 
them a ſmall light, was greater then all, which ſince 
ſeruedthem as a Keye to open to the depth of the 
Plot, and to conuincefarſt the ſeruant of Terrazl, and 
afterward himſelfe. Terrail, hauing ona day plaide 
at Tenniſe at Chamber, and retiring, in his = to 
rubbe and refreſh himſelfe, wentinto a bed; where, 
while aſeruant of the Tenniſe Court warmed him a 
ſhirt, there cameinto him- Baftrae, and ſome other, 
well markedby this youth , and preſented him a Pa- 
Per which was the Plot of Gepexa, and diſcourſt ſoft- 
y among, themſclues,as of ſome matter of impor- 
tance: Inſomuch as the fellow ouer hearing them, 
name ſome places of the Fortreſſe of Gencaa, leant 
his care with more attention ; and gathered for cer- 


rain, that their diſcourſe was about ſome Enterprile, 
they had againſt thatplace; and heard that 7errasd 


after long conference, made no difficultieſaue ofthe 
meanes to raiſe ſufficient Force to carrie the affaire. 
In which poiat being ſatisfied by the aſſiſtants , hee 
brake out alowde in theſe tearmes. Toop arc ours, 


they cannot eſcape-vs. Vhich words being well 


marked by the youth of the Tenniſe Court, who had 
a Brother in the Garriſon of Gcaeza, and whome he 
was willing to faue fromthis miſchiete, he went pre- 
ſently anddiſcouered.it toa Towneſman of Geneza, 
who was then in Chamber; about ſome bulineſle. 
This Townſman made faithfull report thercot tothe 
- Magiſtxate of Genera, andthe brother of the youth.

 Aﬀerthis time,they of Geneaa vied all deligence 
by ſpies,to know his comming and going , and had 
him followed whereſocuer he went. In the end they 
had certaine notice of his paſſing the Mountaines 
ſome ſixe or ſeuen weckes before, and that hee was 
come backe by the way ofthe Lake Leman, wherup- 
on they gauepreſent aduertiſement to all the Bay- 
lifes cf ' © Countrey vnder the Lord of Berne. With 
the particular notes, and markes of the perſon ofthe 
ſaid Texrail ; praying them to haue an cye on him, 
and poſſeſſe themſclues ofhis perſon,in caſe he paſle 
by their Territories: for which the Magiſtrates of 


Berne being ſo affured of the pradtiſes ofthe Duke of 


Sauoy,againſt thoſe of Genewa their confederates and 
againſt themſelues alſo, gaue exprefle commande- 
-ment. To this came aremarkeable accident ;a Dea-

couof Incrdun, a Towne of the Berneys neare the 


frontire of the county of Bargoigne, being at Genene 


came to ſalute the chiefe Syndicke of the Towne, and 
brought him Letters 5 He, after other diſcourſe, told 


him ofthe manifold aduertiſement they had, of the 
enemies diſſeignes againſt Geneua, and the coun 

of Berne,but eſpecially the Towne of 1verdun,a place 
of greateſt importance, being the key of the whole 
country,ſtrong by ſcitu ——— ill fortified,and 
bounding vtmoſt on Zurgoigne; He =_ him alſo 
the marks of Terrail,ofwhom they had gota Picture 
 at'Geneana, becauſe he was to come in Perſon to take a 


view ofthe Towne. Ir hapned cerraine dayes after, | 
that Terrail returning from Twin paſſed the Lake, | 


andarriued in the Country of Berne , but notatthe 
| : knowne 
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known and ordinary port, went through the Coun- 
try,and viſiting the places of moſt importance, ne- 
uer lodging in Townes or knowneplaces, but vil- 
lages & peaſants houſes til he came to Juerden : nei- 
ther ſtaide he there, buthauing ſome day left, paſſed 
on further. Paſſing ouer the Bridge of the Towne 
he met the Baylifte with others, whom hee ſaluted, 


burthey obſerued himnot. Being paſt the Bridge, 


niaking ſhew of ſtay for ſome other cauſe, heeturned 
backe toward Inerdiz, taking a diligent view of the 
Scite,defences,and ſtate thereof,which was noted by 
them that were yet vpon the bridge, who thought 
hee did it onely for the marke of his way in trauell. 
Butas he was gone alittle turther, the foreſaid Dea- 
con(being ina Garden) eſpied him comming a farre 
of: andobſeruing his countenance began to ſuſpect 


.it might be Terraz; and to aſſure himſelfe better, 


ki.ovwing that he was bald, made him a low congee 
ro draw him to the putting of his hat, which hedid; 
andthe Deacon being now confirmed, ran preſently 
to the Bayliffe,celling him what he thought, 

Allthey which were by,hauing marked the coun- 
tenance of Terrail,how he returned, and tooke ſur- 
vay ofthe place,wiſhed the Bailife to ſend afcer him. 
He immediatly diſpatched rwo , and gauethem in 
chargeto obſerue which way hetvoke. It hee went 
from 8urzoigme,they ſhould returne without farther 
prey ; If toward, they ſhould follow him to his 
odging, without making any ſhew to knoyy him, 
but onely to be confirmed inthe markes of his per- 
ſon. Therehappenedallo, {as is aſſured for truth) 
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another notable aQ,figneor argum | 
uidence. Terrai{hauing paſt the village of Yulleboenf,, 
which is not aboue halte a league from the way of: 
Burgoignetolodge inthe ſaid county that night,paſ- 
ſing oucr aſlough,his horſe ſtucke, ſothar hee was 
faine to turne backe, and goe ouer a planke, vpon 
which kis horſe ſtumbling, ſo that hee halted, hee 
was faine to reſolue of wn, og that night in Yulle- 
boeuf. Hee had no guide with him,thar knew the 
Country, which was a great cauſe of his ſurpriſe; 
For a Guide might eaſtly haueſet himinthe Coun- 
try be:weene Berne,and Friburge,which in ſoine pla- 
ces was not aboue two Harguebuſle ſhot from him, 
and there he had beene in fatety, through the inter- 
mixture of their iuriſdition. But at Fribarg , hee 


had found allfauour,where his enterpriſes,had made 


them houer for aduantage againſtthe Bernoys, vpon 
the great difference, which they haue had long for 


their land poſſeſt in common,and which the Fribar- 


gers Would deuideto the detriment ofthoſe of there- 


 tormedreligion,which is onely exerciſed in almoſt 


al thoſe places.

Inerdin,and demaunded by the Bayliffe(a ſubtle and - | 
experienced man) what hee was ? He faid hee was a [ 
Gentleman of Dauphine, and cald Paule de Conftans, 
and going to Lerrame to follow a fute, which con- 
cern'd him nearely, and therefore defir'd the Bayliffe 
forpreſent diſpatch: which anſwers ſo {lightly groii- 
| ded, madethe Bayliffe more ſuſpitious , ſo thathee 
Telolued to ſeife him till hee were better informed, 
anddemanded his ſword,which he rendrcd him wil- 
lingly.and was lodgedin an Inne in 7zeras, with'a 
guard ſet vpon him of foure Men, day and night.

to eſcape, his people being taken by the multitude,he

ded what it was,he affured them that it was a Letter 
writ to Matam de Criqui his Kinfwoman , to incer- 
cede for him to the King, and hath euer ſince to 
his end maintained it,and that he burnt it, leaſt his 
name and quality ſhould be knowne. The Bayliffe 
to aſſure himſelfe, ſent preſently to Genera, to [ew 
ſome that knew T erraz/. They immediatly ſent one 
of the chiefe of the Towne, and a Souldier borne in 
Geneua, Who had ſerued vnder Terrarl in the Low 
Countries, & hadgjuen diuers aduiſes of this enter- 
priſe, which he had heard from Terrails owne mouth 
and ſundry of his followers. ; 

When theſe two arriuedat 1verdun, it was thought 
good,thatthe Souldier ſhould come in vpon the ſo- | 
daine,where Teryat{ was at Supper; which hee did, 
and fate downerudely ; making no {hew to ſee him, | 
Terrail (ceing him, was much troubled and changed | 
colour,as if his heart failed him,fayning hee was nor 
well.and required to haue his bed warmed,and with. :. 


. drew (being much out of temper) with his ny |- 


Guard to his Chamber,whither he cauſed the Soul- 
dier tobe called, and entertained him with very cour- 
tcous diſcourſe,to enduce him to conteſle,ifhe were 
not ſent thither to diſcouer him : which the Souldi- 
er affirming, he began to talke rangely to him:That '

Then he began to practiſe with the ſouldier to helpe 


hjm to ſcape promiling him 1000. crownes, Baſtide 
offred him preſently 100.crowns down,which he re- 


fuſed. Terraill prayd him to come, & vitite him earc- 


ly inthe morning: for hee had ſome great thing to 
tcllhim. Inthe meane time the Bailiffe aduerriſed 
of the truth, and finding it not good hee ſhould dil- 


courſe any longer with the fouldter,ſent to haue him 


brought to the Caſtle with his ſeruant, where they 
were ſeuerally lodged, and well guarded. After they 
knew at Genesa ofhis raking, they purpoſed to fend 
ro demaund him ofthe Lords of Berne, iudging that 
in their hands, they ſhould hardly. draw therrueth 
of the enterpriſe from him, and that mighty inter- 
ccſlions , and other meanes might eaſily ſave him. 


They ſenttherefore to Berne, one of the Syndicks of 


Geneug , Who being firſt heard by the Councell of 


25. at Berne, hee ſhowed them the great andiuſt

grounds, that they of Genexa had to deſire, to have 


 Terrail in their hands, that they had proofes and cer- 
rainties of his practiſes,that the witneſſes which they 
had at Gemexa could not without danger beeſent 0- 
uer, that it was the common cauſe of both the en- 
JeaguedStares, that the enterpriſes threatned an in- 


ſeparable blow, thatthoſe of Gemeua in the like caſes 


had geliuerdpriſonerstoThe Seigniory of Berne,that 
very lately the Kings Gariſon had accorded a prifo- 
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net enterptiſingthe like aCtion, andthar irwould be 
of great conſequence to diuerr all entetprifers, if 
they ſaw , they could not with fſafery come about 
Genena,nor the tetritories of the King,or their Lord- 


ſhips of Berpe.In the cnd thelefſer Councell of Berwr, 
finding themſelues much perplexed, aflembledrthe 


great Councell of2co. andrhe ſame things beeing 
peopores ro them, it was with great clemencie con- 


cludedby generall aſſent, that Terra! ſhould bee gj- 
uen into the hands of them of Genexa with his fer- 
uant. 

The Ambaſſador of the King, reſident at Solurre, 
much approoued this reſolution , ran. that hee 
could not bee enough aflured in the hands of thoſe 
of Berne . The newes of this grant being arriued at 
Genus, they vied the extreameſt diligence and dex- 
tcritie, to perſiwade the Brother ofthe ſeruant ofthe 
Tenniſe-courtkeeper of Chamberiaboue named, to 
goe to Chamberi and winne his brother to come 
with faire promiſes, and pretexts, which hee execu- 
tedfaithfullyand readily; ſo that within three dayes 
he was at Genes, and ſerued infinitely to the Diſco- 
uerie. They alſo ſudenly ſent the Souldier which 
had knowen Terrailto Monlort hard by Lyons,where 
they knew there was a Souldier, who had bene ſom- 
times, Terrail his Horſe-keeper, andhad heard the 
diſcourſe touching the Enterpriſe of Genewa,and had 
oftentimes told it Belerye, (So was:the name ofthe 
Souldier of Geneua.) Butthe Horle-keeper was nor 
there, yet at Lyons the foreſaid Balezne found a Soul- 
dicr his Camirade', who aflured him, thag at duwiers 
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ries thefaid Horſckeeperbadroldhimall his by- 
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ſineſle, whercof Ba/ezve tooke an ample andexpreſſe 
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fieur duTerrail was deliuered to the Syndicke of Ge- 
neua, and conducted by a ſtrong Gard of Inerdun to 
Herges, alittle Towne ſcituate ypon the Lake Le- 
man, cight Leagues from Genewa, and there was 
put to the Gard of the Bailiffe of Morzes, till hee 


ſhould be ſent for to Gerepa by water, which ſtay of 


hira was made by the two hnndred, till they recet- 
uedapublike Acte vnder the Scale of Genews, that 
this was done without conſequence, or prejudice of 
their turiſdiction, of their proper grace and curtelte 
totheir confederates.

"The Bailiffe of Horges before the anfwere to thoſe 


of Genewe, receiued peremptory cornmaund to deli- 
uer Terras preſently , which he was conſtrained to 
doe. Since, the Balliffe was ſeuerely cited by a day 
to appcare in perſon at-Beynezand itis held, that he is 
put already from his charge, andſhal be from his ho- 


nours, there being many preſumprions, and ſome 


confeſſions of Terrail, thathe was promiſed tenne 


thouſand Crownes, if he ſo wrought.that hee mighr 
not be carried to Genewa,, or at leaſt that his man 
might not.come there : which the forcſaid Bailiffe 
had promiſed him, hoping by the meanes of his 
great credite, and kindred to make it good, The Pa- 
piſts Cantons and the kindred of Terra;/ trauclled 
earneſtly at Berne to ſaue him. Some of them ariued 
to0 late. The Lords of Berne haue carried them- 
ſclues very affectionately and zealouſly, in this buſt- 
nefle, moucd thereto chiefly by the braues of thoſe 
of Friburge,who with the wind of this enterpriſe had 


| blownewvp their valours,but fince are become llacke 


and ſupple. Terra/l was caried by water in a Frigate,

He bare two greaticrkes of 
the ftrappado, at the third he confeſt all. This refo- 
lution of putting Baſtide to the torture, was alſo J 


uing by chance ſcene Beſtide in the priſon yard, affir- 
med that he had ſupped one night with the ſaid Ba- 
ftiae inavillage hard by, andthatin the morning the 
hoſte of the place told hin , that this' Faſtide had 
a cards. and plots of Fortification, be-

Terrail dyed ve- 
ry ſtoutly, without changing any whit his colour or 
countenance, and without any geſture vnworthy 
his life paſt ; he deſired that he might haue had his 
hands free:but the cuſtome and feare of bis courage 
denyed it,and gayned him great pitty. Hee ſhewed 


before his execution great piety, little mingled pic 


ſuperſtition, the appreheniion of which things hee 
put off, by the holy exhortations the Miniſters made 


him,which he receiued with a peaccable and gentle 


Spirit, thanking God, who had giuen him time at 


his death to be conuerted to him, and meanes to ob- 


taine pardon for his faultes ; in cogitation of which 
he ſpent many teares, {ighes, and prayets, diſpiſin 

the reſt,as death, the ſhame of l:is puniſhment, and 
the world,while they propoſed to him comfort with 


| allgrauity. honourand comiſeration poſſible, his 


teares madethe ſtanders by weepe, and forget all 


ſiniſter defire of reuenge, Hee made his will, andbe- *
